For claim 24: primarily, the prior art of record does not disclose or suggest in the 
claimed combination: a first electrical plug positioned in the first hand grip and 
electrically coupled to a first set of Kelvin conductors, the first set of Kelvin conductors 
including a first wire and a second wire; 

a cable including a second set of Kelvin conductors, the second set of Kelvin 
conductors including a first wire and a second wire; 

a second electrical plug electrically coupled to the first and second wires of the 
second set of Kelvin conductors, wherein the first electrical plug and the second 
electrical plug are removably electrically coupled together in the first hand grip such that 
the first set of Kelvin Conductors and the second set of Kelvin conductors are 
removably electrically coupled together; 

a terminal coupled to the cable and having a terminal hole aligned with the first 
hand grip; and a removable fastener which couples the terminal to the first hand grip 
through the terminal hole in the first hand grip 
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For claim 31 : primarily, the prior art of record does not disclose or suggest in the 
claimed combination: a first electrical plug positioned in the first hand grip and 
electrically coupled to a first set of Kelvin conductors, the first set of Kelvin conductors 
including a first wire and a second wire; 

a cable including a second set of Kelvin conductors and a terminal , the second 
set of Kelvin conductors including a first wire and a second wire and the terminal 
including a terminal hole aligned with the aperture in the first hand grip; 

a second electrical plug electrically coupled to the first and second wires of the 
second set of Kelvin conductors, wherein the first electrical plug and the second 
electrical plug are removably electrically coupled together in the first hand grip such that 
the first set of Kelvin conductors and the second set of Kelvin conductors are removably 
electrically coupled together; 

a removable fastener for removably coupling the terminal to the replaceable 
clamp through the terminal hole and the aperture in the first hand grip; 

For claim 39: primarily, the prior art of record does not disclose or suggest in the 
claimed combination: obtaining a cable including a terminal having a terminal hole and 
a second set of Kelvin conductors having a first wire and a second wire electrically 
coupled to a second electrical plug; removably electrically coupling the first electrical 
plug to the second electrical plug in the first hand grip; and removably fastening the 
terminal to the first hand grip through the terminal hole and the first hole in the first hand 
grip.
